The saloonkeeper fell to 
the floor, his body partly blocking the en- 
trance. The bullet had caused almost in- 
stant death. 

Then the murderer stepped across the body 
of the victim and swept the receipts from the 
partly opened cash register drawer into his 
pocket. He gavé the order which preceded 
the robbers’ flight from the place. They 
disappeared before the patrons had time to 
recover from their surprise and fright.

MISSOURI TRAIN WRECK.

Holden, Mo., 8.—[ Special. J—Forty-five 
passengers were injured, ten of them serious- 
ly, in the wreck of the Missouri Pacific pas- 
senger train No. 1, from St. Louis to Kansas 
City, two miles east of here this afternoon.

The president believes the people of the 
United States will back him upin this. He 
‘is merely. calling attention to the abuse by 
‘puriishing the correspondent, not because he 
bears malice but because he believes in this 
public ‘sentiment will force the news- 
papers of all classes to respect the family and 
private life of the president of the United 
States as fully as they would guard the do- 
mestic affairs of the humblest private citizen.

The Japanese soldiers are straining every 
nerve to get into Port Arthur before the Bal- 
‘tie fleet shall arrive there. That fleet is 
slowly moving eastward.’ It was ‘reported 
last week that Admiral ian s di- 
vision was coaling off Swakopsmund, in 
German Southwest Africa. The division 
which went by way Of the Suez canal has 
passed out of the Red sea, and before long 
will be in touch with the division whicti is 
cireymnavigating Africa.

‘The Japantee hate made progress at Port 
Arthur. They have gained the eminence 
called ‘Two Hundred and Three Meter hill 
and the fort which crowns it. That hillis 
| dominated by others of which the Russians 
retain possession, but the Japanese think 
it is worth the price paid for it; which is 
said, though the figures probably are exag- 
gerated, to have been 5,000 in killed and 
| wounded. 

The seizure of the hill is a breach in ‘the 
inner line of defenses of Port Arthur. The 
“desperate and unsuccessful effort of Gen. 
Stoessel. to regain it shows iow much im- 
portance he attaches to its powsession. It is 
admitted at St. Petersburg that the loss is 
irreparable and the fall of the fortress only 
a question of time. ‘But while the advanced 
position held by the Japanese commands the 
town and harbor of Port Arthur, the Rus- 
sians can fall back to the forts on the Liaoti 
promontory south of the town, and if they 
‘hold on ‘to,those forte as stubbornly as they 
have to the others it may be weeks before 
Gen. Stoegsel hoists the white flag. « He 
may be relied on not'to\do eo till the last 
moment. 

As Sar’ tia. the on the 
line of the Shakhe river is much what it 
was a week ago.

“But there are difficulties in. way of 
getting statehood fer Chicago, and they are 
| insurmountable. The constitution says no

Llinois legislature would not let Chicago go, 
and, for that matter, Chicago would not con- 
sent’ to go, not even to get a governor and 
other state officers, a legislature; and United 
States senators. The city prefers to remain 
| apart of that great state with whose illus- 
trious history its own is indissolubly united. 

The. organization suggested by the corre- 
spondent will not be formed. City and coun- 
try are firmly united and cannot be. sepa- 
rated. Chicagoans must go to the Illinois 
legislature for a new charter, and the coun- 
try members will gladly give them what they 
want when they have agreed among them- 
| selves as to what they do went.

MURDER AMERICA. 

MeClure’s Magazine for this month prints 
the: statistics of murders and homicides in 
the United. States for the years 1881-1908, 
which were gathered by Tue Trisune and 
published by it year by year, and comments 
on the fact that the statistics show that in 
1881 there was one murder or homicide for 
every 40,588 persons in the United States 
and that Jast year there. was one for every 
8,005. . Even after making allowance for 
the fact that the record for 1881 was not so 
complete as. those for subsequent years, it 
cannot be denied that the number of murders 
in the United States is painfully large when 
a. comparison is made with other civilized 
countries, with the exception of Russia. 
The figures show a growing contempt for 
the sanctity of human life among a people 
who in many ways are more humane than 
their fathers were—are more tender as re- 
gards children, imbeciles, and dumb animals. 
They treat criminals more mercifully. 
Nevertheless the percentage of to 

population increases... . 


erime-is more.prevalent. now than it was 


twenty years ago. The statistics do not go 
into details’ sufficiently. It is. impossible 
to tell. whether the increase in the percent- 
age of murders to population is more notable 
in one part of the United States than in an- 
other—in the north, the’ south, or the west, 
in the large cities or in the rural districts. 


~The question is asked in the editorial article 


in McClure’s, commenting on the murder sta- 
tistics, whether “a body of policemen en- 
gaged in criminal practices can prevent 
others from committing crimes?” The 


question is not pertinent unless it.can be 


shown that the increase in murders is most | 
marked in the cities. 

If that can be shown the increase may be 
ascribed in- part to the influx of foreigners, 
who are often’ less law-abiding in this coun- 
try than they were in their old homes, where 


they were under much closer police snr- 


veillance than isknown here. It may be also 
that the novel conditions and the intenger | 
nerve strain of life in a great American city 
demoralize some who had led peaceful lives 
in the European hamlets whence they came. 
But there is no lack of murders in parts of 
the country where there are few if any 
foreigners: The percentage of murders in

A FILIPINO oN THE PHILIPPINES.

the home is affectionate self-denial, portton of: 


consisting in .the observance gf the re- 
ciprocal. relations that pertaim to the family. 

“Tue ni fundamental principle of the state is 
justice between‘man and man. The family 
rests .on love and obedience. Pbidias s0 
wrought his namie into the shieid of the 
statue of Minerva at Athens that the name 
could not be removed without destroying the 
shield, so let every fatherand mother carve 
their own love and obedience Into the nature 
of their cuildren, so that no condition in life 
can possibly them. The tof 
the family is ‘executed by both force and 
moral suasion. The state is executed by 
force, and not moral.suasion. The gov 
ment of the church is executed by morals 
sion and not force, so the germs of both 
civil and religious government are planted in 
the family. 

The state recognizes the family and enjoins 
its obligations. The church recognizes both 
family and state. The family is the oldest 
institution on earth, and js as divine as 
Christianity iteelf. Pilato, if his vast com- 
munism, loses sight of the family, but Aris- 
totle says it is the basis of political society. 
The relations of the household are the germs 
of the different forms of government. Na- 
tional tyranny grew out of parental tyranny. 

So we see that the well ordered family is the 
home of patriotism, it is the acorn of the na- 


muring tn its leaves. Hence we look more to 
the ethical culture of our American homes 
as our national defenses than to our borders, 
guarded by mounted and mailed clad war- 
riors, and fenced with a thousand parks of 
artillery and men of war. Virgil says the 
nation’s stability Hes in reverence for fathers 
and children brought up. in disobedience and 
disorder will become habitual violators of the 
laws of both men and gods. Hence weakness 
in the parental government produces weak- 
ness and disorder in both church and state. | 
Cleero says the state rests on justice, which 
it learned in the home. Soall teachers of the 
youth are not only developing the inteliect 
but are shaping, not creating. For conscience 
in the hand of education is just what the rude 
block of marble is under the strokes of the 
chisel and mallet of the sculptor, for God 
made the marble. but the sculptor gives it 
form and expression; God gives every man 
conscience. Education.createg nothing, not 
even intellect; it expands, giving force and 
precision.

SECRETLY WED AND.

Deaths Reveal Many Romances of 
Supposed Old Bachelors 


and Maids. 


HY some people should deliberately 
commit themeelves to matrimony, 
only to spend the remainder of their 
lives in posing before the world as 
celibates remains one of the mys- 

teries of life. And illustrating incidentally 
the adage about raining comes a number of 
such revelations, which, by coincidence, have 
occurred almost simultaneously in England, 
the facts in the cases being usually uncov- 
ered by the death of one of the contracting 
parties. .

HE circulation of Chicago papers is 
largely increased and extended by in 
cago people who send their pape 
away after they have read them. This 
fact is strikingly illustrated during a 

trip over the five lines of the Chicago street 
railway postoffice service, From every sec- 
\tion of this city thousands of daily papers 
are collected in single wrappers. They are 
addrese@d to almost every state in the union 
and to a great variety of foreign countries. 
No .one who dis not afforded an insight into 
this feature of Chicago's big postal business 
has any idea of the extent ta which this cus- 
tom is carried. Not only are the big Sunday 
papers mailed away to almost every clime 
but the morning and evening publications 
are sent where they reach relatives or friends 
of Chicago citizens. 
Postal men say the great number of stamp 
agencies and the establishment of street 
paper boxes at the drug store and other. cor- 
ners is responsible in great measure for this 
growing +n of Chicago people. Mr. Coyne’s 


kers have placed postage 


within er reach of the people. The drug 
stores and substations keep wrappers. A 
man may carry his paper into my aga Deg 
buy a wrapper for 2 cents, step outside the 
door and mail it. Tons of Chicago mail 
ofiginated in this way. 

Not long ago a merchant in Montgomery, 
Ala., asserted that he subscribed for a cer- 
tain Chicago paper for a certain purpose. 
When asked what it was he said that he 
wanted to keep up with the typographical 
display in the advertisements of Chicago's 
big stores as seen in the Chicago dailies. | 
. Hundreds of Chicago people send the papers 
away because they want their friends to see 
the big double and single page advertise- 


But it is the plain people who have a cus- 
tom as regular as clockwork In sending away 
| their papefs. The great bulk of them as they 
are seen lying on the tables in the mall cars 
show they have been wrapped by people who 
are not professional packers or wrapping or 
mailing hands. 

There {s another feature about the work 
of spreading the circulation of Chicago news- 
A single paper may besent toa half 
dozen different people. 
‘to the Sunday paper. One physician sends 
the colored supplement to one particular per- 
son. It-goes to Burope as regularly as the 
Sunday comes around, Other parts go in 
other ‘directions untill it has been distributed 
to every quarter of the globe.

HAT has beconie of the boy news- 
of. downtown Chicago? 
‘Fifteen years ago Officer Ower 
Dougherty in Newsboys’ alley 
used to ply his whip among the 
milling, grinding, “ scrapping hundreds of 
them, banked in the Alley waiting for the 
afternoon deliveries. 
Between editions pedestrians jn the streets 


saw them pitching pennies at the curbstones, 


or a little way up the alleys “shooting 
craps "" with the hoarse gutturals that are 
supposed to bring luck to the shooter. 

Down at the Newsboys’ home in Wabash 
avenue scores of the little arabe once 
housed, moving out upon the preserves of 
downtown, night and morning, in sunshine, 
rain, cold, and snow, sleet ard dark, ali 
weathers alike to them. 

Today Officer Dougherty has the easiest 
times that have come to him in the seven- 
teen years that he has stood in “the Alley"; 
the penny tosser and the crap shooter are 
remembrances for the most part; and down 
at the Newsboys’ home out of its two score 
lodgers there are five newsboys and four 
bootblacks. | 

Yet in the downtown district bounded by 
the lake, the river, and Van Buren street 
on the south the Chicago Newsboys’ Protec- 
tive association has a paid membership of 
200 in good business standing. 


Stands Valuable Properties. 
The chief reason for tho disappearance of 
the boy newsboy from the downtown corner 
may be learned in a moment if the questioner 
will assume a speculative air and ask the 
whiskered “‘ boy ”’ on the corner what he will 
take in hard cash for his shelved box and 
Benny ” 
Barnett, president of the protective associa- 


tion, and who has stood at the southeast cor- - 


ner of Clark and’ Madison streets for more 
than twelve years, gives a second reason for 
the disappearance of the boy newsboy: 
"You see, [ wasn’t as old as lam now when 
I first took this stand,” 

From the financial point of view, there are 
newspaper stands in the downtown district 
which cannot be bought of their proprietors. 
On another corner you might find a member 
of the Newsboys’ Protective association who 
would consider a proposition of $200 for his 
box and space enough at the curbstone for 
the accommodation of his one or two feet, as 
the case might be. Two blocks away the best 
offer you might find at a four corners 
would be $500 for one of them, while at Ran- 
dolph street and Michigan avenue “ Black 
Red" Costello paid Stevie Lawrence $1,200 
for the rights and privileges of the corner.

Lonnie Wilson, who has stood on one 
leg in all weathers at Tue TRIBUNE corner 
since 1883, is supposed to have “all kinds 
of stuff" in the vernacular of the Alley, 
where he is spoken of as “ the millionaire.” 
Just across the street to the west there is 
@ stand which has changed proprietorships 
several times in the last year. Gossip has 
it that the boy whe esteblished it sold out 
to a “ dago” for $25; that the next sale was 
for $100, while the present owner says he 
paid $195 for the privileges. 
_“ Bheeny Mose” owns a corner diagonally 
across from thet of the president of the pro- 
tective association. ‘‘ Mose" is considered 
not in good standing for the reason of his 
** soalping methods. 

Levi-—he has no other name in the Alley— 
has the four corners at Madison street and 
Fifth avenue, and in addition te caring for 
these pays $1 rental each day for the stand 
at the northeast corner of Monroe and Dear- 
born streets, holding the corner from 10 to 
8 o'clock only. 


Must Be on Hand Always. 
From 6;30 o’clock in the morning to 6:30 at 
night is the average newsboy day, year in 
and year out, in all weathers. One chief 
busisiess condition confronts him at thestart 
in the downtown district; The morning pa- 
pers for the most part will have been deliv- 
ered by carriers in the outlying districts and 


read all the way into town; the afternoon 


papers for the most part will be sold in the 
downtown district and read all the way out 
home. He will not sell so many mornisg 
papers, and they will cost him more money 
as an investment. 


But business is business, and night or . 
morning the accommodation of the public at 


all times and in all weathers gives to the 
newsboy’s stand its value as an investment 
in the intangible. All things considered, the 
corner newsboy finds the public as exacting 
of his efforts as it could be of any other es- 
tablished business. His established cus- 
tomer is just as much annoyed at asking for 
a paper that is sold out as this customer pos- 
sibly could be at finding the corner grocer 
out of butter or out of porterhouse steaks.

It is a poor newsboy at a poor stand down- 
town who does not have at least 300 regular 
patrons every -week day, er isive of the 
holidays. The wideawake salesman will ree- 
ognize every face and subconsciously con- 
nect it with the paper or papers which the 
person wants. Not a few of these regular 
patrons will pay by the week, their accounts 
running without anything to indicate the in- 
debtedness and without the ability of the 
newsboy to approximate the names of his 
debtors. In this way accounts have run 
on till some sudden move, or death or period 
of forgetfulness loses dollars to the news- 
dealer, 

One of “ Benny" Barnett’s oldest custom- 
ers in the street several years ago was more 


than 80 years old. He had a credit account ~ 


by the week and the weeks lengthened into 
months until the old man was owing just 
$8.40. Then, in the language of “ Benny,” 
he “ slipped his wind,” and Benny is out the 
total profits and the lump ’cost of at least 
1,200 newspapers. 

As Benny told the story a man in immacu- 
late dress came up, nodded, took his paper, 
and explaining that he would pay tomorrow, 
as he had only a $10 bill, rushed away into 
the crowd, \ 

“ Suppose he forgets to pay?’ was sug- 
gested. 

* Well, I am out just that much,”’ admitted 
the president of the Protective association, 
his tone carrying the confession that there 
are some things against waich the Protective 
association does not and cannot protect. 

“The chances are that he will remember, 
though,” continued Benny; “I have known 
him a long time, and as this is the first time 
he ever left me without pay for the paper 
he probably will remember.

Railway Yardmaster ‘in 
Wilderness of Detail.

OST pecple think the passenger yard- 
master cf a great railway system 
works with his hands. In reality he 
-  .* works with his brain. Nine men in 
4 ten figure him out as a daredevil 
Smaracier who flips cf a shifter and swings 
his arms in odd Besticuletions that are Greek 
to everybody but his crew. Many, others 
think that when he fs not sticking his fingers 
between bumpers, he goes around poking 
greasy waste tn the journal box of a car 
truck. The passenger yardmaster, be it said 
to his credit, knows bow to do all of these 
things. but he is busier with his brain than 
with his hands. He must keep in his mind 
a changing plan of operations calculated to 
bewilder. 

The yardmaster at the California avenue 
Passenger yards is a worthy representative 
#f this class of Chicago brain workers. His 
Work really reaches to the Pacific ocean, but 
his yards extend from Wells street to Cali- 
He is master over sixteen. 
tracks, that hold from nine to eighteen pas- 


“mtenger cars. In his mind he keeps not only 
‘the equipment and the time of arrival and 


departure, but the changing custom while out 
on the rails of nearly 100 passenger trains 
every twenty-four hours. Of this number 
sixty-six are suburban trains, that cover 
points on the Galena division, including Lake 
Geneva and Sterling trains.

Makeup Constantly Changing. 
If each train that he keeps track of had 
the same equipment every day of the week 
His work would be comparatively easy. Most 
of them change like the weather in April. 
The ohly thing the yardmaster gets from 
the assistant superintendent to guide him is 
his periodical “ consist,"’ a typewritten list 
of all the trains and their equipment that he 
ig expected to handle. There are ninety-two 
trains and that many equipments all neatly 
listed. But the yardmaster seldom sees or 

consults the consist. He has the whole of it 
in head. 

“That the reader may get some idea of the 
¢hanging procedure in making up dnd hand- 
ling trains a few instances are produced., 
This yardmaster hasn't a train the crew of 
which lays in Chicago over night.

Smokers, for instance 
that may be used on some Hnes cannot be 
used on others. Some lines demand a bet- 
ter car than others. He must know how to 
distribute bis cars in the way that travel 
demands. The same thing may be said of 
other cars of an equipment, all of which must 
be known to the yardmaster. 

In addition to all of these details he must 
knew how and be prepared to handle the 
holiday service of the suburban trains. This 
calls for a different arrangement both as 
to the number of trains and the equipment, 
and the yard man must pien for it. He ar- 
ranges it according to a special consist thet 
he receives from the assistant superintend- 
ent.

Must Watch Car. 

He must be sure that any car has the 
tanks to carry enough gas to last the trip.

The yardman must turn the cars and set 
them in the train so the heater is in the for- 
ward end, so in case of an emergency in 
which it would be used the heat would waft 
back while the train is running.

RMY officers, civil engineers, land surveyors, inspectors of woods and forest, and 
others engaged in work requiring accurate measurement8 of long distances are con- 
gratulating Lieut. Victor Saporetti of the Italian army on his recent invention of 
a telemeter. The urgent necessity of constructing an instrument which would 
record promptly and accurately lohg distances in time of war prompted the Hleu- 

tenant to evolve an apparatus which would meet these requirements. The accuracy of 
the telemeters which have been in use has been ever questioned, hence the hearty indorse- 
ment given the Saporetti telemeter, which possesses all the good qualities of a perfect 
measurer of long distances, including the easy means of handling it. No calculations are 


necessary with the new instrument. Even when the target changes position not the‘ 


slightest difficulty is experienced in recording the distance. Excellent results have been 
obtained by the instrument up to 2,000 meters. It consists of a sextant; which, mstead 
of showing the angles to be measured, follows the distance, squaring the reflection. Two 
operators are required to operate the astronomical instrument. Aside from the monetary 
reward from his invention, Lieut.

The recent billiard

ing paper out of his ordinary rule to lay 
down 1 cent instead of the 2 cents at which 
the paper sells. Such a customer has 


received his morning paper at home and 


has been in the habit of laying down his 
1 penny for an afternoon paper until un- 
censciously his purchase of a morning 
paper means no profit to the dealer. This 
form of loss occurs only when the news- 


‘ dealer is away from the stand, however, 


Pennies Short on Monday. 
In the business of a newsstand not infre- 


quently the dealer discovers that he is short 


of coppers. Monday, of all days in the week, 
is likely to show a shortage-in 1 cent pieces. 
Somehow Sunday seems to absorb the str- 
plus coppers and to leave the average news- 
paper purchaser with only nickels, dimes and 
quarters. In the observation of some of 
these dealers, men of business depend upon 
getting pennies in change on Monday that 
will carry them almost through the week in 
the purchase of an afternoon paper. A lcent 
piece that is mutilated has been passed out 
on Monday and returned day after day to the 
observer, and.never later than Thursday. | 

Of all weathers, rain is the worst In any 
season. Not only does it damage newspapers 
that cannot be protected and wet the news- 
dealer to the bone, but it prevents the usual 
customer in the streets from stopping to take 
the damp paper from the dealer's hand. 

Just how little is required to keep a cus- 
tomer from his newspaper purchase is some- 
thing carefully studied out by the newsboy. 
An unexpected meeting of a friend In the 
street; a readjustment of some troublesome 
bundles under his arm as he walks; the 
pressure of a dense crowd behind, in front, 
or at ong side—any or all of these will serve 
to drive the customer — the dealer. 


“Newsboys” Whiskers. 

These are examples in demonstration of the 
fact that in the last few years the old, hap- 
hazard business, of the newsboy has given 
place to the newsstand of the man, who, 
according to his individual qualifications for 
business, is conducting the business of his 
stand with all the dignity that belongs to 
any other business on any other downto 
corner. This newsman is a “ newsboy ” 
still, both in his own estimation and in that 
of his customers. No one gives him the dig- 
nity of a last name. He may have been on 
his corner five years; he may have been there 
twenty-five years and grown up with ft, as 
many of his fellow newsboys have done. He 
has his creditors and his debtors, extending 
credit as easily as he would ask It, though 
that credit may be for only the smallest coin 
issued from the United States mints. He 
dispenses charity, even, allowing the foot- 
sore fellow man who is down at heel and 
without the coppers for a paper to take a 
peep now and then at the * Help Wanted ” 
columns, which may bear such messages of 
hope to the weary one. 

It wae out of the exigencies of business that 


the Chicago Newsboys’ Protective associa- 
tion was evolved, exacting its fee of 25 


cents a month, calling for a business meeting 
the first Monday in every month, and causing 
to be issued to every member of the organ- 
ization a gilded badge of napenerenine and 
authority.

Hw 
deals only In the Chicago daily newspapers 
now.. He places his papers, folded after a 
prescribed form, into a prescribed position 
on the top of his stand, and unless he has 
declared open warfare against a certain news- 
paper, he keeps to the forms of his associa- 
tion. 

The news stand itself, made of white pine 
in standard size, is a compromise thing fol- 


lowing the council order, which about two 


years ago forced all news stands off all.cor- 


ners. The association got the small end of 


the contract for making these boxes. The 
price was $2.65 complete, but the contractor 
delivered the bare boxes and then went into 
hopeless bankruptcy before he supplied the 
waterproof coverings that wee to have gone 
with them, 

With .this cash of only $2.65 in 
his corner, and with no rents to pay any one, 
the newsboy on the corner may still goto his 
6:30 o’clock job in the morning with a po- 
tential capital far above many a corner 
cigar store or stationery shop. The $1,000 
or $1,200 valuation on his corner and its 
patronage would buy a good many cigars and 
pads of paper, and 


Quick Eve Customers. 

Where the dealer knows his man and can 
get an eye on him as he approaches he may 
call attention of the customer and make the 
sale, with a “thank you” that is genuine 
on the part of the buyer. As for the chance 
purchaser in streets, almost anything 
like an obstruction or crowding will drive the 
prospective buyer on and on down the street 
past half a dozen stands until in his mind the 
psychological moment has arrived for buy- 
ing, or perhaps at his railroad station he 
may have to turn back and buy at last at a 
stand he has passed. | 

The value of.some kind of call to the passer 
by is considerable in the disposition of pa- 
pers. It is not so much that the customer 
is attracted by the sensation in the’ call, as 
that the call serves to ee won = of the 
paper. 

But whatever of business acu is need- 
ed in the sale of deity ’ 
pers, the adult salesmen on the corners have 
it in surprising degree.

The main consideration is the value of the 
idea. It must be valuable, not alone in the 
eye of the Inventor and of his friends but 
it must pass the most rigid criticism from 
those who have no regard for anything other 
than the question, is it practicable? WHli it 
pay? The answer satisfactorily to each of 
these questions will make the way ies im- 
poverished inventor easy. 

“To the inventor, or to the man with any 
valuable idea’ or relation, is that of physician 
and business agent at the same time. Ina 
gréat measure we are to determine his sanity 
—his level headedness—and from this ap- 
proach the question of the invention. When 
we have sized up the applicant to our own 
satisfaction, and have passed upon his work 
to the best of our judgment, we can put him 
in touch with the man who may, or may not, 
supply the cash. In this we make a prelim- 
inary diagnosis of the proposition, deciding 
whether the amount thought necessary is too 
much or whether it is not enough; we size 
up the article and determine the prospects of 
marketing it, and whether the advertising of 
it may noteatupall profits. For all this pre- 
liminary work we ask a 10 per cent commis- 
sion upon the money raised, while the tn- 
ventor himself makes his own contract with 
the man of capital.

Inventions 

Elmer Gates has invented thousands of 
metheds and machines and has patented 
cranes ten years and spent $600,000 
trying to invent a machine for extracting 
gold from sand. Gates solved the problem 
in a few hours. He has devised and patented 
seven different gold separators for handling 
gold in wet and dry sands, also one which 


takes out the small particles of silver; an- 


other for pulling pure iron dust from com- 
mon sand. 

He has a fire extinguisher which can be 
applied to the wall and sticks like mucilage 
without injuring either paper, silk, plush, 
lace draperies, or polished furniture.

In a few moments all the 
air is forced out of the room and when no 
oxygen remains nothing can burn. 

By the method of producing higher tem- 
peratures he is able to weld all kinds of 
metals with absolutely no contamination. 


He has devised plumbing methods and an ar- 


tifictal metal out of which to make main 
water pipes, small feeders, and faucets 
such that no repairing whatever is needed. 
For a century the astronomers have sought 
new methods of measuring the stars. The 
diameter of the earth’s orbit, although 
millions of miles in length, is not long 
enough for use as an exact basis for their 
measurements, because of their great dis- 
tance and enormous size.

long and about three feet wide was car- 
peted with copper plates six inches square 
to resemble an ordinary floor oilcloth.

The first time they stepped on the elec- 
trical plate they yelped as if their feet were 
being pricked with pins and naturally looked 
down to see the cause. What they saw was 
a certain color. This developed the activity 
of the sight region. They learned to step 
only on the color that gave them no eleo- 
trical shock, which indicated that they had 
learned to distinguish this color from all 
the others. 


Dog's Brain Human. 

The result of the training was marvelous. 
For the activity the dogs’ minds had been 
increased to such a degree they were able 
to distinguish hundreds of shades and tones 
of colors with the utmost rapidity and ac- 
curacy. However, an extraordinary feature 
of the experiment was the fact they were 
able to learn the shades and tones of all 
colors except purple. 

At the end of five months the dogs were all 
chioroformed and their brains examined. The 
sight regions of the dogs that had never 
seen a ray of light did not have a single 
well developed ganglion or cortex cell in the 
entire portion.

It is butter, and yet it 
isn’t—that is;to say, not quite—but, spread 
on bread or otherwise used, it serves the same 
rurpose. There is a delicious creamy flavor 
about it that suggests the home Galty and 
the cow. 


Glass Real Article, 

Now, {f it so happens that you relish this 
fascinating butter-like product less than 
actual butter, you can easily make the real 
and veritable stuff every day for your family 
table by utilizing a diminutive churn, such as 
may soon be bought—it is a new invention— 
at any big department store. The churn 
is of glass, and the paddle is actuated by a 
toothed wheel turned by the hand, working 
much after the fashion of a patent egg beater. 

You turn the handle for afew moments; 
the paddle revolves at a great rate of speed, 
and, almost before you know it, the cream 
you have put Into the receptacle begins to 
turn to butter. Scientifically considered, it 
is the bunching together of the fat globules 
of the cream that produces the butter. When 
the butter “ comes,”’ as the phrase is, you 
fish the lumpe of it out of the “ buttermilk ” 
(which is the residue), manipulate it with a 
spoon for a few minutes, and, lo! you havea 
fresh pa of the most appetizing food 
luxury on earth. 

The butter you make In this way ts remark- 
ably different from the butter you buy in the 
market. In the first place, it is not yellow, 
but white, or nearly so. Secondly, it seema, 
when you first try it, to be objectionably salt- 
less. To supply the salt is easy enough, but 
one should remember that the taste for salted 
butter is purely artificial and a matter of 
habit. In the most expensive hotels and res- 
teaurants today the butter served te white 
and not salted, the coloring substance which 
the “ trade ”’ demands being like- 
wise omitted. 


Produces Fresh Dairy Flavor. 

The product of the household churn above 
described has the flavor of fresh dairy but- 
ter, which one commonly seeks in vain.

But the. everyémy 
housewife will be content with the production 
of appetizing pats of the plain, old fashi 
stuff, that goes so well with a slice of 

made bread. 


_ Cheese, Too. Easy to Make. 
| Butter, however, is not theonly dairy prod- 
uct which the housewife may manufacture 
in an offhand way, if she knows how. ‘The 
potted cheese that comes in porcelain crocks 
she can make for herself quite easily by mixz- 
ing ordinary cheese with olive ofl. It: may 
be put up in jelly glasses just as well if de- 


sired, and in case olive of) fs not handy the 


butter fresh from the glass churn will serve 
excellently as a substitute. | 

You can make the kind of cheese known as 
* schmierkase,”’ which ts much like “ Neuf- 
chatel,” in a chafing dish. All you Rave toe 
do is to boll sour milk in the receptacle until 
the curd has completely separated from the 
whey. Then pour off the whey, and what re- 
mains needs only to be saltedin order te be 
ready for use. Unlike cheeses of most other 
sorts, it needs no ripening. 

In earlier times housewives were better 


acquainted than nowadays qith such arts. 


They knew, for example, how to make * sage 
cheese” by adding to common cheese a ju- 
dicilous quantity of ground sage. Sage cheese, 
which is distinguishable by the greenish 
specks scattered through ft, has a peculiar 
favor that is a a by many people.

Manufacturers in this country are now re- 
producing successfully some of the most 
famous foreign cheeses, which were formerly 
supposed to defy imitation.

It is not 
easy 0 forecast the visitation of one of the “ catching” dis- 
eases, nor ts it possible to predict with any accuracy the dura- 
tion of ite stay. 

For the last few weeks the Chicago heaith department 
Ras been reiterating the caution, “Don’t neglect a cold.” 
This applies with special force to the children, particularly 
those under six, who are more subject to the prevalent 
maladies and have less power of resisting them when once ~ 
contracted. Inflamed conditions of the throat and the de« © 
bilitating’ consequences of common colds leave children easily . 
susceptible to the lodgment and development of those matig- 
diseases which require heroic treatment. 

The family doctor who is least of an alarmist is telling 
the mothers of Chicago to guard against thelr children's 
colds, or, once contracted, to fight them to a finish, no mat- 
ter how trivial they may seem. The best medical authort-. 
ties agree that no child need die of diphtheria if it is treated 
properly with antitoxin.” But it is also true that the chances 
of acquiring the disease in the first place are greatly -en- 
hanced by neglecting such commonplace ailments as sore 
throat, colds in the head, and bronchitis.

in Mistory. These people are supposed to have reached a 
considerable degree of civilization at least 8,000 veare before 


Records Hitherto Undecipherable. 

Today these records of the Hittite people are the hardest 
of all records of all people to be deciphered by the archmolo- 
gist. The Dgyptian and the Babylonian wrote of tnese neigh- 
bors and the writings have been established and translated 
to satisfy the schelar. But the things written by the Hittites 
are in stone and in metal, with characters so unlike those of 
contemporaneous people as to be almost undecipherable. Fif- 
teen hundred years before the Christian era the language of 
the Babylenian was in use in recording peace treaties be- 
tween the Babylonians and the Hittite peoples. 

Delving into these records of buried peoples, the German 
Orient committee. has. made some finds at Senjirli, in northe’ 
erm Syria, the English have worked near that place and at 
Jerabis, and the French have dug in other sections. From 
the inscribed monuments that have been found all over Asta 
Minor the unintelligible character of the writings has made
